President Obama was unaware a 
top aide encouraged a Colorado 
Democrat to apply for an interna- 
tional development job instead of 
challenging the candidate who the 
president favored 
in a Senate race, 
the White House 
said on Thurs- 
day. 

Press Secre- 
tary Robert Gibbs 
Romanoff faced fresh ques- 
tions about anoth- 
er backroom political deal — the 
first involving a Pennsylvania can- 
didate, now a Colorado hopeful — 
that put the Obama administration 
on the defensive. The White House 
acknowledged that it had contact- 
ed former Colorado House speaker 
Andrew Romanoff about possible 
jobs in hopes of persuading him to 
skip the Senate primary. 

The situation calls into ques- 
tion promises by Obama to run 
an open government that is above 
secret horse-trading. Republicans 
charge that Obama’s promise to 
change the ways of Washington has 
given way to the kind of politics he 
campaigned against, (ap) 



Oil Responders Focus on Marshes 


Gulf Coast’s famous 
beaches have been 
left exposed to leak 

Gulf Shores, Ala. 

Forced to perform a painful kind 
of environmental triage, emer- 
gency workers concentrated on 
protecting marshes and inlets 
from the approaching BP oil slick 
Thursday and left one of the Gulf 
Coast’s biggest tourist attractions 

— its white-sand beaches — large- 
ly undefended. 

As BP struggled a mile under- 
water to cut and cap the blown-out 
well, the decision to sacrifice parts 
of the shoreline — made weeks ago 
by state and Coast Guard officials 

— came under fire from Alabama’s 
governor. 

“We could lose an entire tourist 
season because of this. It would be 
absolutely devastating,” said Gov. 
Bob Riley. 

In deciding to put the marshes 
first, emergency officials reasoned 
that they had enough time and con- 
tainment boom to shield the Gulfs 
fragile ecology or its endangered

economy, but not both. Also, they 
argued that beaches will be easi- 
er to clean, and harder to protect 
because of the waves. 

The strategy pits environmen- 


talists against the tourism indus- 
try, and also casts doubt on prom- 
ises by the Obama administration 
to bring to bear whatever resources 
are necessary to battle the spill. 


The no-win decision left Gulf 
residents and visitors with an ach- 
ing sadness and a sense of futility, 
knowing that the first fingers of the 
slick were only miles away. 

“The reason I’m here now is 
because I’m afraid it’s going to be 
gone,” said Mark Johnecheck, a 
retired Navy captain, as he watched 
the surf crash ashore at Pensaco- 
la Beach, Fla. “I don’t know what 
else they can do. It just makes you 
feel helpless.” (ap)

A New Test for Wal-Mart 



Company will let its 
workers earn college 
credits on the job 

Fayetteville, Ark. 

Here’s a new way to look at Wal- 
Mart: institution of higher learn- 
ing. 

Under a program announced 
Thursday, employees of the retail 
giant will be able to receive college 
credit for performing their jobs, 
including such tasks as loading 
trucks and ringing up purchases. 
Workers could earn as much as 
45 percent of the credits needed for 
an associate or bachelor’s degree 
while on the job. 

The credits are earned through 
the Internet-based American Pub- 
lic University, with headquarters in 
Charles Town, WVa., and adminis- 
trative offices in Manassas. 

“We want to provide you with 
more ways and faster ways to suc- 
ceed with us,” Eduardo Castro- 
Wright, head of Wal-Mart ’s U.S. 
division, told 4,000 employees at 
the company’s annual meeting. 


1.4M 

The number of workers Wal-Mart 
employs in the United States, the 
most of any private company. 

The program is designed to 
encourage more workers to climb 
the corporate ladder. Though 
Wal-Mart says about 70 percent 
of its managers begin as hourly 
employees, it estimates that about 
half of its staff do not hold college 
degrees. 


The credits will be given for 
Wal-Mart’s own training as well 
as for on-the-job experience. Many 
of the courses that Wal-Mart work- 
ers can get credit for are business- 
related. 

Students would need to com- 
plete additional courses out- 
side of their job to complete 
a degree. In classic Wal-Mart 
fashion, the company negotiat- 
ed a 15 percent tuition reduc- 
tion on other courses at APU.

Like a candidate still running for

About 18 months after FBI 
agents arrested him at his home, 
Blagojevich arrived at federal court, 
holding hands with his wife, Patti. 
He stepped into a gauntlet of about 
30 waiting cameras and reporters 
outside the courthouse.

Israel Under 
Fire for Use 
Of Footage 

Jerusalem 

Israel’s military is using video con- 
fiscated from people on the Gaza- 
bound aid flotilla to justify open- 
ing fire during its deadly raid on 
the ships, drawing sharp criticism 
Thursday from foreign correspon- 
dents who say some of the footage 
was shot by journalists. 

At least two videos posted to the 
army spokesperson’s YouTube chan- 
nel are labeled “captured” from the 
Mavi Marmara, the Turkish ship 
Israelis stormed in a raid Monday 
that left nine people dead. 

The military allowed some jour- 
nalists to board vessels used in the 


Istanbul, Turkey 

Thousands of mourners hailed 
activists killed in an Israeli com- 
mando mission as martyrs Thurs- 
day, hoisting their coffins to cheers 
of “God is great,” while Turkish 
leaders said Israel had jeopardized 
its relationship with its closest Mus- 
lim ally despite meeting Ankara’s 
demand to release the hundreds 
captured in the raid. 

The father of the youngest of the 
nine activists killed — 19 -year- old 
high school student Furkan Dogan, 
who had dual U.S.-Turkish citizen- 
ship — praised his son for dying 
in a just cause. 

Ahmet Dogan told the state-run 
Anatolia news agency he identified 
his boy in the morgue and he had 
been shot through the forehead. 
Still, he said, the family was not 
sad because they thought Furkan 
had died with honor. 

“I feel my son has been blessed 
with heaven,” he said. “I am hoping 
to be a father worthy of my son.” 

Dogan, who was born in Troy, 
N.Y., but moved to Turkey when he 
was 2, was to be buried in his fam- 
ily’s hometown of Kayseri in cen- 


Afghan Peace Summit Mulls Taliban Talks 


Kabul, Afghanistan 

After two days of sometimes acri- 
monious debate. President Hamid 
Karzai on Thursday looked likely to 
win a national peace conference’s 
support for his plan to invite the 
Taliban to negotiations to try to end 
Afghanistan’s years of war. 

But delegates differed about 
exactly what to offer, and to whom, 
and when. They argued over wheth- 
er the top leadership should be wel- 
comed to the negotiating table. 
And some said the three-day jirga. 


as the conference is known, was 
too short to achieve a meaning- 
ful outcome. 

The government says it called 
together the 1,500 provincial, reli- 
gious, tribal and other leaders to 
advise Karzai on how to end fight- 
ing between Taliban insurgents 
and Afghan forces backed by U.S. 
and NATO troops. 

The president wants to offer 
rank-and-file insurgents amnes- 
ties to lay down their arms, and to 
hold talks with top Taliban leaders 
if they renounce al-Qaeda and vow 


to uphold the constitution. 

When jirga delegates meet again 
Friday, they are expected to sign 
off on a joint statement that is sure 
to endorse peace. But the details of

Suspect in Holloway 
disappearance is held 
in Peru slaying case 

Lima, Peru 

A Dutch man long suspected in the 
disappearance of an Alabama teen 
in Aruba was arrested Thursday 
in the slaying of a young woman 
in Peru. 

Stephany Flores, 21, was killed 
in a Lima hotel Sunday, five years 
to the day after Nat alee Holloway 
disappeared. 

The suspect, Joran van der Sloot, 
22, was escorted by three police 
officers as he was taken from a dark 
vehicle into a police office in down- 
town Santiago, Chile. He made no 
comment as he entered, walking 
calmly and without handcuffs as 
journalists shouted his name. 

Van der Sloot was detained 
while traveling in a taxi, about half- 
way to the coast on Route 68, said 
Fernando Ovalle, deputy spokes- 
man of Chile’s national investiga- 
tive police. 

The suspect did not resist and 


has been calm under detention, 
Ovalle said. 

Chilean police are awaiting 
instructions from their counter- 
parts in Peru, Ovalle said. 

Flores, who had been seen with 
van der Sloot early Sunday, was 
found Wednesday lying facedown 
on the floor of the suspect’s hotel 
room in Lima, with her neck bro- 
ken, Peruvian police Gen. Cesar 
Guardia told The Associated Press. 
She was fully clothed, with no signs 
of having been sexually abused. 


Authorities found no poten- 
tial murder weapons in the room, 
Garcia said. 

Flores was killed exactly five 
years after Holloway disappeared, 
on May 30, 2005, during a high 
school trip in Aruba, a Dutch 
Caribbean island where van der 
Sloot’s late father was a promi- 
nent judge. 

Prosecutors said van der Sloot is 
still their main suspect in the case 
even though he was never charged.

Turning Jeers to Cheers 

An imperfect call has a happy ending for an umpire who admitted his mistake

Historic Mistakes 

Jim Joyce will probably take little solace in that he’s not alone in making a 
bad call at a crucial moment. 


Baseball 

Fifteen hours earlier, baseball 
umpire Jim Joyce made a hideous- 
ly incorrect ruling that cost Detroit 
Tigers pitcher Armando Galarraga 
one of the rarest achievements in 
the sport: a perfect game. But when 
Galarraga made his way to home 
plate before Thursday afternoon’s 
game to present his team’s lineup 
card to Joyce, the umpire’s recep- 
tion was just as clear-cut. 

The fans in Detroit cheered, and 
the sport had one of its most inspir- 
ing and least expected moments. 
What next? World peace? 

Galarraga appeared to have 
pitched the 21st perfect game in 
major league history Wednesday 
night, when he stepped on first base 
well before the Cleveland Indians’ 
Jason Donald. But Joyce ruled Don- 
ald safe, a call he admitted was a 
mistake after viewing replays. 

When that admission and the 
courage to make it was acknowl- 
edged with cheers Thursday after- 
noon, Joyce’s face stayed firm, but 
the tears of gratitude rolled at the 
Tigers’ magnanimity. After the 
ump wiped his eyes, Galarraga gave 
him a slap on the back, and Joyce 
smacked him back, dugout gestures 
of respect, unmistakable. 

Fans of the recession-scalded 
Motor City brought themselves to 
cheer for a man who admitted his 
mistake. And, ever 3 rwhere, observ- 
ers shook their heads that a thing

Instead, his office released a 
statement that was so muddled — 
about studying the state of umpiring 
and future uses of instant replay — 
that MLB “sources” had to leak what 
the release actually meant: Selig 
wouldn’t overturn the call. 

There’s a rumor going around 
that everybody makes mistakes. 
But it’s what you do after you make 
them that matters most. 

Perhaps it is equally true that 
how we react to the mistakes of oth- 
ers, especially when they hurt us, 
reveals us like an open book. Or, 
as a different Jim Joyce, the writ- 
er James Joyce, put it: “A man’s 
errors are his portals of discovery.”

The general manager won’t yet make it 

official, but here’s all you need to know about the 
player the Washington Nationals will draft first 
overall on Monday evening: He’s 17 years old, and 
he can hit the ball a ton. 

OK, here are a few more things. He’s completed only 
two years of high school, but he got his GED and has 
stellar grades in college. He can play nearly any posi- 
tion. He set all sorts of records at the College of South- 
ern Nevada, and he’s always the youngest player on the 
field. It’s no secret. His name is Bryce Harper. 

A year ago, the Nationals also had the No. 1 pick 
and it, too, was a no-brainer. Stephen Strasburg has 
torn through the minors, and Nationals Park is already 
sold out for his major-league debut on Tuesday. 

General Manager Mike Rizzo said settling on 
this year’s top pick was a little more difficult. “But 
as things have a tendency to do, they kind of take 
care of themselves, and the players make themselves 
known who should be the first pick,” Rizzo said this 
week on MLB Network Radio. “And there’s definitely 
been separation, the first pick from the field.” 

How’s this for separation? In 62 games. Harper 
batted .442 with 29 home runs, 22 doubles and 89 
RBI. In a playoff game last month, with his team’s 
season on the line, he went 6 -for- 6 with four home 
runs, a triple, a double and 10 RBI. 

The biggest criticism of Harper came in a Baseball 
Prospectus profile in which an unnamed scout called 
him arrogant. “It’s impossible to find any talent eval- 
uator who isn’t blown away by Harper’s ability on the 
field, but it’s equally difficult to find one who doesn’t 
genuinely dislike the kid,” the scout said. 

While Nationals fans may have fantasized about a 
Strasburg-Harper battery, agent Scott Boars, who is 
advising Harper, has said he expects Harper to play 
a less taxing position in the pros. Of course, if Harper 
comes close to living up to the expectations as a hitter, 
it won’t much matter which position he plays. 

Said Rizzo: “We feel real comfortable where 
we’re at right now.” derek turner

Selig Makes a Bad 
Call Even Worse 

Leave it to Bud Selig to blow an ob- 
vious call. 

A day after umpire Jim Joyce’s 
mistake became national news, base- 
ball's commissioner compounded 
the problem by doing 
what he normally does: 
nothing. 

Selig announced 
Thursday that he will 
not reverse the errant 
call at first base that 
cost Detroit’s Armando 
Galarraga a perfect game. 

His argument is that human errors 
have always been a part of the game, 
although he notes that it’s an issue 
that needs addressing. 

Still, even Selig in Thursday's 
statement conceded “there is no dis- 
pute that last night's game should 
have ended differently.’’ 

For once, the commish was on the 
right track but somehow still man- 
aged to screw up his decision. 

This had nothing to do with wheth- 
er Major League Baseball should 
expand the use of replay. Baseball 
games are already so long that a 
reasonable argument can be made to 
shy away from that route. 

The issue at hand is that Joyce 
robbed Galarraga of a spot in the 
history books by ruling Cleveland's 
Jason Donald safe at first base.

Joyce was moved to tears by his 
botched call, a mistake he quickly ac- 
knowledged. 

The only thing more obvious than 
Donald's being out at first base was 
that Selig should have issued a one- 
time, quick-fix solution. 

The game's result would not 
change, and Joyce would be off the 
hook. Everybody would win. 

But this is Selig, who seems hell- 
bent on destroying his public image. 

A decision this horrendous ranks 
right up there with when he held up 
his hands helplessly as the 2002 All- 
Star Game ended in a tie. 

Say one thing for Selig, though: 
He's consistent — even if he never 
gets it right.

When the weather heats up 
around here, the coals come 
out. But it’s not just all-American 
burgers that’ll be sizzling on 
Webers this summer. The poly- 
glot nature of how we cook now 
means you’re as likely to smack a 
Lebanese-style kebab or Korean 
steak on the rack as hot dog. 


“Grilling is an American 
pastime with roots around the 
world,” says John Snedden of 
Rocklands Barbeque & Grilling 
Company (multiple area loca- 
tions; Rocklands.com]. Cultures 
from Afghanistan to Zaire know 
how to cook stuff over smoke or 
fire, and history shows that early 
humans were fixing mammoths, 
early horses and other carcasses 
that way as early as 1.8 million 
years ago. 

“It’s a way of dealing with 
tougher cuts of meat. Low and 

slow cooking makes them taste 
great,” says Heath Hall, co-owner 
of Pork Barrel BBQ, a local sauce 
company that opens its first 
restaurant in Alexandria this 
fall. But these days, you needn’t 
just roast beast: You can ’cue up 
everything from Tuscan zuc- 
chini to Southern fruit cobblers. 
The key to keeping things inter- 
esting: Diversify both your tech- 
niques and grilling geography.

Massage sesame seeds and green onion into each 
slice of beef. Then add sesame oil, rubbing into the meat. 
Transfer to a sealed container and marinate for at least four 
hours or overnight. 

WRAP grill grate in foil and poke small holes in foil, then grill 
the meat for approximately four minutes. If you don’t have an 
outdoor grill, cook the meat on a skillet at medium-high heat, 
with just a touch of vegetable oil for three or four minutes.

Film Review 

TV spin-offs have a spotty record. 
“Rhoda” couldn’t carry the torch 
for “The Mary Tyler Moore Show.” 
“Joey” was a pale substitute for 
“Friends.” It’s rare that a previously 
established side character can deliv- 
er the goods in his own show. Which 
is probably why nobody tries it with 
movies. Well, nobody but the makers 
of “Get Him to the Greek.” 

“Greek” is a spin-off of sorts, 
following the further exploits of 
hedonistic British rock-star Aldous 
Snow (Russell Brand), last seen get- 
ting straight and sober in “Forget- 
ting Sarah Marshall.” But Snow 
has fallen on hard times here. A 
well-intentioned but enormously 
offensive single, “African Child,” 


has put his career into a nosedive, 
sent his girlfriend and child pack- 
ing, and caused him to relapse into 
substance abuse. 

In an effort to resurrect his 
public image, the record company 
sends Aaron Green Qonah Hill), a 
rookie intern, to escort him from 
London to a comeback gig at L.A.’s 
Greek Theater. Green has his own 
problems. He’s trying to salvage a 
foundering romance with his live- 
in girlfriend (“Mad Men’s” Elisa- 
beth Moss), who’s ready to settle 


down. But at Snow’s insistence, the 
assignment devolves into a three- 
day bender. Green spends most 
of the film following Snow from 
party to party, guzzling absinthe 
and hiding illicit substances in 
uncomfortable places. 

Like “Marshall,” “The 40-Year- 
Old Virgin” and “Knocked Up” 
before it, “Greek” subscribes to 
the man-boy monomyth structure 
invented by its producer, Judd Apa- 
tow: Oafish but kindhearted guys 
are called to put aside childish ways

‘Marmaduke’ is at 
times corny, at times 
sad, but never funny 

Film Review 

Like its titular hero, the gawky 
Great Dane of comics fame, “Mar- 
maduke” the movie is an awk- 
ward thing. Part silly, talking-an- 
imal comedy — replete with toilet 
humor and lame wordplay of the 
sort that delights 5-year-olds — it 
also involves the prospect of our 
hero going to that big doghouse 
in the sky. 

What’s up with that? After 
“Marley & Me,” is Owen Wilson 
(who provides the voice of Marma- 
duke) now contractually obligated 
to make movies every other year or 
so about losing a beloved pet? The 
film’s final reel — in which Marma- 
duke runs away from home and is 
swept away by a broken water main 

— is bizarrely intense. It’s like an 
episode of “Trauma” tacked onto 
the end of “Doctor Dolittle.” 

As for the rest of “Marmaduke” 

— you know, the funny part — it’s 


just not very funny. Lines like “Get 
your bark on,” “Who let the dogs 
out?” and “Cowabarka” abound. 
Many of the jokes revolve around 
excretory functions. 

Set in Southern California, 
where Marmaduke’s family has 
moved from Kansas, the story 
follows two threads. The first has 
to do with doggy politics: wheth-

Her manager Barbara Lawrence 
said McClanahan died Thursday 
at 1 a.m. of a stroke. 

McClanahan was tapped for TV 
in the 1970s for the key best-friend 
character on the hit series “Maude,” 


starring Beatrice 
Arthur. After that 
series ended in 
1978, McClana- 
han landed the 
role as Aunt Fran 
on “Mama’s Fam- 
ily” in 1983. 

But her most 
loved role came 
in 1985 when she co-starred with 
Arthur, Betty White and Estelle 
Getty in “The Golden Girls,” a 


runaway hit that broke the sitcom 
mold by focusing on the foibles of 
four aging — and frequentiy eccen- 
tric — women living together in 
Miami. Her Blanche Devereaux, 
she said, “is in love with life, and 
she loves men.” 

McClanahan was married six 
times. She wed current husband 
Morrow Wilson in 1997. She called 
her 2007 memoir “My First Five 
Husbands ...

Film Review 

In the indie coming-of-age movie 
“Holy Rollers ” Jesse Eisenberg plays 
Sam Gold, an innocent 20-year-old 
breaking away from his overbearing 
family. Older, wiser characters intro- 
duce him to girls, booze and night- 
clubs. He stutters through awkward 
romantic encounters, saying things 
like, “I think I should talk more or 
less, I can’t tell.” 

We’ve met this character before 
(Eisenberg in last year’s “Adven- 


tureland”; most Michael Cera 
roles), although never in full Hasid- 
ic dress. 

“Holy Rollers” is based on the 
true story of a Hasidic drug ring 
in Brooklyn, N.Y., in the late 1990s. 
Authorities estimate that the small 
group imported a million doses of 
Ecstasy from Europe before getting 
caught. Sam is recruited to carry 
the “medicine” from Amsterdam 
to New York in his suitcase by his 
neighbor Yosef (Justin Bartha). 

The central conflict of the film 
is whether Sam will stay a drug 
mule or return to his traditional 
Jewish community. Unfortunate- 
ly, new director Kevin Asch and 
writer Antonio Macia don’t show

any positive aspects of Sam’s home 
life, so it’s hard to see the appeal 
of the straight and narrow path. 
Home life: nagging parents, an 
undesired career as a rabbi and 
an arranged marriage with a girl 
who wants eight children. Drug 
life: a hot Hebrew school dropout 
named Rachel, thumping Amster- 
dam nightclubs, exotic sushi din- 
ners and designer clothes. It’s no 
contest. But it should have been. 

Sam throws out 20 years of reli- 
gious instruction too easily. It’s an 
unrealistic leap for a young man 
raised in an Orthodox household 
to suddenly lie to his father, stop 
keeping kosher and sell drugs.
